URGENTLY NEEDED 


This town of Vulcan, which for years has been 
considered by others, a “nice town but way out there 
at the end of a gravelled road,” is within a few years 
— two, some say — of becoming a nice town right on 
a ribbon of pavement stretching approximately one 
hundred and forty miles between two major cities. 

Of course the pavement from Lethbridge to Vul¬ 
can has been of local importance along the south line 
in convenience and trade in that direction, but until 
there is complete pavement to Calgary we can only 
guess at the impetus such a condition can have on the 
town's business economy and living stature. 

It is quite feasible that a great deal of traffic 
from the U.S. border and Lethbridge areas, to Cal¬ 
gary, including the heavy truck volume, will swing 
north from the Monarch junction rather than take 
the westerly run over No. 2 Highway. From Vulcan 
it will be able to go north on No. 24, or, as will be 
the case of heavy vehicles, turn west on highway 23 
to meet the four-lane near High River. 

Vulcan is the biggest centre, excluding High 
River, between these two cities and more, it is situat¬ 
ed at a midpoint on the trip and it should obviously 
become a stopping point for many persons, perhaps 
for their first time. 

Our attributes recreation-wise, such as the swim¬ 
ming pool, golf course, curling and skating rinks and 
game country will be of benefit as well as our busi¬ 
ness area which, year by year, continues to grow and 
improve in appearance. Increased traffic will surely 
mean an improvement in the highway turnoff into 
town and it is likely that highway business will en¬ 
able a neat, bright, welcoming appearance to take 
shape at the town entrance. Already one new garage 
is being constructed north of the entrance and within 
a few years it is quite possible highway restaurants, 
more motel accommodation and other businesses relat¬ 
ing to highway travel could locate there. 

The next five years may well see an interesting 
growth of Vulcan.
